Tho desperation of the cliques will doubtless lead to
some wild manueavres to get rid of thctr stock, but
the public are doing nothing, and. knowing the situa¬
tion, will not be likely to ao anything to help them,
out of ttielr difficulties. The cliques buy
stocks to H-'ll, not to keep, They have been loading
up all wluter and spring In expectation of finding a
ready market at high prices m summer. But tho
public have learned to speculate.or, at least, they
know enough not to buy when the cliques wish to
sell. Should the public turn the tables on the
cliques It will not be the first time that professionals
hayD been losers at their own game. The other day,
at Jerome Park, all the favorites were beaten
and the professional turfites were heavy losers.
Duriug the Saratoga races of 1*66 the fact went on
record that the amateur sportsmen, the "green*
horns,'' were heavy winners, while tho regular pro¬
fessional betters were enormous losers. During
tills famous race week an ex-member of Congress
was reported to have lost over $60, goo. There
are doubaess some stocks on the list which
are not dear, but certainly there are none
that are cheap. Tho investor who Is seek¬
ing a bargain will have to look elsewhere
than In the active list of stocks, propped
up a-* they now are by the cliques. In the miscel¬
laneous shares Western Union Telegraph advanced
to 60^. The coal stocks were heavy, weak and
lower. The question of the tax ou the New York
Central scrip dividend has been at length settled by
a compromise. Tho Secretary of tho Treasury
agrees to exempt so much of the scrip dividend as

represents eurutngs previous to the passage of the
internal Revenue law. The commlttoo of arbi¬
tration, composed of an auditor representing
the government and another representing the road,
will make an examination of the account* of tho
company to ascertain how much of the dividend
should be credited to the period of time since the
law went into force, thereby making It llablo to the
imposition of the tax. It Is suggested that the Har¬
lem Railroad Company should postpone their
Intended sale of 10,000 shares of stock to Friday
next, in order that the brokers, who arc so largely
interested in yachting matters, may have ample op¬
portunity to witness the regatta on Thursday,
which day Is at present fixed lor the sale of the Har¬
lem shares.
